BREAD PRICES TO STAY 
SAYS DONALD GORDON 


There is no immediate possibility 
of an increase in the price of bread 
to the consumer, Chairman Donald 
Gordon of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Bonrd told” the press last 
week after a closed meeting with 
officials of the National Council of 
the Baking Industry, holding a two- 
day conference in Ottawa, 

While the council made no form- 
al request for an increase in bread 
prices. Mr, Gordon indicated the 
price line would be held indefinite: 
ly at its present level. This varies 
in different provinces, ‘depending 
on the size of the loaf. In Ontario 
where a 24 ounce loaf is standard, 
the price is 10 cents, 

He added that there also would

member that urban roads and sec- 
ondary highways are their respon 


sibility. He told the delegates the

Mayor Ainlay said the responsi 
bilities of the municipalities have 
grown far beyond those contem 
plated when the first municipality 
was established more than 100 
years ago. ‘So-called senior govern 
ments,” he added, “continually 
have passed legislation giving them 
any choice in the matter, These re 
sponsibilities have increased but 
our base of taxation has re:
